The
Torrance YMCA, approached
by some Rivierans to provide
a substitute, was reported: to
have agreed to try to set up
some teams although they did
not feel that such severe com-
petition for children of 9 years
was a good thing.

Most people agreed: good as
Little League might be, it was
not good when six are seven
boys had to suffer for each
boy made happy. '
